assassination probe testimony, 
was reindicted Wednesday by 
the Orleans Parish Grand Jury 
for the same perjury charge 
and five counts were specified. 

Additionally, the jury rein- 
dicted Edgar Labat and Clif- 
ton A. Poret for the 1950 rape 
of a white woman. The Su- 
preme Court -Monday refused 
to hear a Louisiana appeal 
from a ruling by the Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which reversed the men’s con-

Labat was convicted in 1953 
for the rape of a white woman 
in a dark alley in New . Orleans 
in 1950. Poret was convicted of 
aiding and abetting the rape. 

The pair has been on death' 
row at Angola for 14 years. 

Testimony by Andrews cen- 
jred around whether he could 
ositively identify Clay L. Shaw, 
irominent New Orleans busi- 
iessman, as Clay Bertrand

all investigation of Oswald, but 
he never guaranteed nothing 
for Oswald.
